London, May 10.—Beginning today, 
the last of Great Britain's single men, 
eligible for army service, began to get 
into khaki.

THEORETICAL PROBLEMS. 


The problem of distributing farm 


products seems so big and unwieldy 
as to be nearly hopeless. Some ne-\v 
scheme is reported every few weeks. 
Yet the farmers continue shipping to 
•wholesalers in the same old way. Af- 
ter the material pays three or four 
profits and sets of expenses, some of 
it comes bark right to the neighbor- 
hood where il started from. 


An agricultural society formed the 


past week in the east, is the latest 
organized effort 10 meet this situa- 
tion. One of its principal ends is to 
promote co-operation and better mar- 
keting methods among fanners. 


Students of rural economics have 


long urged farmers to co-operate in 
establishing supply depots and stor- 
age 
warehouses, with refrigeration 


where necessary. The theory lias been 
that, then the local dealer would buy 
the bulk of his supplies from near 
home, saving no end of transporta- 
tion and expense. 
The theory looks 


good. Yet it is slow in being adopted. 
Perhaps one reason is that the farm- 
ers, progressive as they may be now- 
adays, do not appreciate the necessity 
for publicity. 


It will be of little use to assemble 


a great, stock of farm products in a 
central warehouse, unless dealers and 
consumers in that section are made 
familiar day after day with the stock 
and prices there offered. 
Unless the> 


are told what they can get there, the 
provision men would tend to keep on 
buying in the same old way, and of 
the same old people, and paying too 
many profits and costs. 


But if such co-operative warehouses 


•would use the newspapers to a rea- 
sonable extent, they ought to be able 
to sell enough cheaper to get the busi- 
ness or a lot of it. No great amount 
of space in any one newspaper would 
be necessary. If it was a regular fea- 
ture, readers would look for the an- 
nouncement, and it would not need 
large type or display.

Chief of Police P. D. Champion to- 
day m'ade arrests and started to fix the 
blame for numerous and repeated 
theft? of property from the Y. il. C. A. 
for a .period extending over a year. 
Marvin Roland Schenck, the nineteen- 
yeai-old son of Nicholas Schenck, 220 
South Jackson street, is in custody at 
the city hall jaH awaiting a hearing he- 
fore the court for alleged grand lar- 
ceny. The warrant is to be issued when 
District Attorney S. G. Dunwlddie re- 
turns from Beloit this afternoon. 
A nomber of other youths, sons of 
prominent business and professional 
men, 
may be implicated in further po- 
lice investigation mude today. Chief 
Champion has worked on the Y. M. C. 
A. thelts for over a week, and today 
was ready to start prosecution. Tues- 
day the chief went to. Chicago and ob- 
tained two watches, worth over a hun- 
dred 
dollars, that 
two 
Janesville 
youths, alleged to be Schenck and an 
unknown young man, pawned there 
after they had'stolen them at the Y. 
M. C. A, Besides these two boys, there 
are half a dozen others under suspicion 
but Champion refused to give informa- 
tion about the property and amounts 
of murvey that they are alleged to have 
stolen, or their names. 
For two years the .police have re- 
ceived many complaints of stolen nrop- 
erty at the association locker robins. 
Members who left their clothes hane- 
ing in the room, while in the gymnas- 
ium or even in the individual lockers, 
reported thefts from watches and mon- 
ey, down to pins and neckties. Besides 
this, gymnasium clothing and. equip- 
ment disappeared ' 'in a most 
baffling 
manner, until the police were called in 
when two gold watches were stolen 
from the clothing of William Smith, a 
jeweler. 


This theft was~committed two weeks 
ngo. One watch had a solid gold catso 
worth sixty dollars with a valuable 
movement. The other watch was only 
of a fair value. Both were owned by 
the Smith family. Other watches had 
been missed, including a time-piece of 
a minister taken from the business 
men's locker room. On the same night 
that the two watches disappeared a 
pockelbook was'taken with nine dol- 
lars. 


Chief Chamnion gave the matter his 
personal attention. In a letter to the 
Chicago detective bureau trace of the 
two watches was found in the pawn 
shop of the Aemrican Loan company, 
910 Hartford 
avenue. 
These two 
watches had been pawned by two 
young men giving their names as Rob- 
ert E. James, 220 Oneida avenue, and 
'Mitchell J. Carlson, 114 University ave- 
nue. 
Madison. 


Wheu this fact had been learned, 
Chief Champion and William Smith 
.went to Chicago yesterday and Smith 
identified his property at the -pawn 
shop of the American Loan company, 
watch had been melted up by the own- 
er ot the pawnshop, so that could not 
be recovered. The Hebrew operator o£ 
the store-at first refused to refund the 
property, but when action was threat- 
ened for receiving stolen property, the 
owner re-considered and handed over 
the two watches. 
This morning Roland Schenck was 
arresisd and taken before Chief Cham- 
pion. After 
asking the youth a few 
questions, Champion decided that he 
was ">IHchell" who pawned one of the 
•watches. The two thieves got fifteen 
and f i r e dollars for the two timepieces. 
After obtaining the pawn tickets it is 
alleged that they sold the tickets to 
the -American Watch and JeweJ-ry com- 
pany, for $2.50 apiece, so as to cover 
up ihfc disposal of the property. The 
tickets to these transactions were si-- 
cured by the chief yesterday. 
Schenck, it is said, is not alone lo 
blame for the thefts. He is alleged to 
have admitted his guilt as to the Smith 
watch 1o the police today. Two or 
three other boys, students at the hisrh 
school, were called into the station re- 
cently and questioned until they ad- 
mitted several minor thefts. 
The po- 


lice are not satisfied with their state- 
ments, believing that the aggregation 
of youths committed wholesale thefts 
a.t the association building for over a 
year. The parents of the boys impli- 
cated will be called in this afternoon 
to straighten out the trouble and ad- 
just a settlement.
